In 1839 Philadelphia was only a 
big village, ami everybody knew 
""fiverybody else's lmsinoss, and on 
Sept. 20 our poople wnru enjoying 
all the excitement of a boom, as the 
great sale of "Morus Multicaulis" 
trees was to come off on this day.

to promoto the raising of silkworms 
and tbe manufuoturo of silk, and 
very bandsomo premiums were of- 
fered for tho finest lot of ooooons 
and specimens of raw silk. Butpub- 
Uo interest languished until in 1838, 
whon a seductive stranger appeared 
in this oity, and by representations 
of the profits to bo mndo from silk 
raising started a veritable boom, 
which quickly extended to all the 
lnrpi cities, but hero tho fever was 
very virulent. 

It was easy to get tho worms from 
abroad, but tho footling of them was 
a serious matter. Each full grown 
■worm ate 20 ounces of mulberry 
leaves per diem. So nrarly every one 
that owned or could biro a piece of 
ground planted it with "Morus Mul- 
ticaulis" seed. Tbe plants grew vig- 
orously and were three ?eetbip,b the 
first year and gave leaves tin sec- 
ond. 

When the trees be^an to mature 
tbe second yoar every one went cra- 
zy. The growing was in the nature 
of a gamble. One picco of ground 
would bear profusely ; another would 
seemingly defy cultivation. In the 
moantinio every girl of any enter- 
prise had her collection of cocoons, 
reels, damping apparatus and brush- 
es for starting the silk to wind, and 
this fad dominated soc iety. Yonng 
gentlemen had no show alongside of 
the caterpillars, and one in revenge 
for the slight sat down on and 
smashed a choice colloction^of Ital- 
ian bar striped worms and was 
sued for tho value, besides losing 
the heart of bis Jemima forever. 

The first sale of trees was on the 
Dock street sidewalk of the ex- 
change. Year old trees commenced 
at 50 cents apiece and then ran up 
to $3. Now, an aero of ground would 
grow about 4, 500 trees, so the grow- 
ers had reason for getting excited.

cobbling on Pcgg street, lived with 
bis father in 1839 in a little board 
shanty on the southeast corner of 
Tenth and Fitzwater streets. The 
lot was 50 feet wido, running west 
to Eleventh street. Old Sybert was 
■wide awake and planted this ground 
•with "Morus Multicaulis. " and they 
grew abundantly. lie had numerous 
offers, hut held on till October, and 
then sold out for $7,000. He had 
been offered the ground for $450. 
His next crop in 1840 was valuod at 
12 for the crop, and tho lot was 
mined for all planting purposes. 
Nothing but dynamite will eradi- 
cate the roots, and they will close a 
well 100 vards away. 

The great salo was held at Ger- 
mantown on the 20th of September, 
1839. Trees »ix feet high started at 
$3 and rose to £7. Philip Physick 
gave the final stroke to his fortune 
by buying tiiO.OOO worth, and the 
proceeeds of the salo came to $80,- 
000. 

In Baltimore thocra^owasasbad, 
and soruo prominent people ruined 
themselves. The Carrolls of Caroll- 
ton were credited with tho loss of 
much of their possessions in this 
speculation. 

And now there began to be doubts 
and muoh figuring was done, and it 
became apparent that the native silk 
•would cost about $4 more per pound 
than the imported, and notas good, 
and so the bubble burst. Ninety iivo 
per cent of tho. speculators lost more 
or loss. Sonio won. A prominent 
rich family bore, whoso daughters 
have married, into the nobility of 
Europe, made their start for afflu- 
ence in tho money mudo by their old 
Dutch grandmother on the little 
half acre garden on Christian above 
Eighth street, right opposito Flowor 
now Fallon street, while Jamos Horn 
and Philip Physick lost $100,000 
apiece.— Philadelphia Times.
